Lansing. Mich., Jan. 13—(ZP)—A 
decision by the United States su­ 
preme court today brought Michi­ 
gan to approximate victory in the 
Jong-extended fight to end exces­ 
sive diversion of Great Lakes wa­ 
te r through the Chicago drainag# 
canal, according to state officials. 
Justice W. W. Potter of the su­ 
preme bench, who as attorney gen­ 
eral launched a vigorous attack 
upon the Chicago sanitary district, 
charging the diversion was injur­ 
i n g navigation and destroying ripar- 
inn rights, expressed satisfaction 
at the ruling. 
„ 
The federal court\ e ld , in effect, 
that the diversion may go on tem ­ 
porarily, as a protection to public 
health, but that as rapidly as pos­ 
sible the flow must be throttled 
down to a point where lake ^Jdvels 
will not be menaced. 
s 
Plow Not Dangerous. 
In an opinion prepared by Chief 
Justice Taft the way was clearly 
pointed to an eventual decrease 
which will prohibit the 8500 cubic 
feet or more now being taken. 
He 
held that the diversion authorized 
by the secretary of war, 4167 cubic 
feet, is legal, and refused to grant 
an injunction to restrain diversion, 
but emphatically declared that the 
lake states have riparian rights 
which must 
be 
respected. 
The 
court opinion, according to Justice 
Potter and Wilber M. Brucker, at­ 
torney general, 
fixes 
guideposts 
which must be followed in the de­ 
cree and which can result only in 
a redtiinion of diversion to the 
so ^aHeiPtiwfrWsvir. 
The flow allowed b f the secre­ 
tary of war will not seriously af­ 
fect the lakes, it was said. 
Justice Potter and Brucker as­ 
serted that when the mandates of 
Justice Taft's opinion are carried 
out, the state will have won its im­ 
portant point. The water flow will 
be cut so that it will not be seri­ 
ously objectionable. 
Governor Fred W. Green found a 
distinct advantage in the ruling 
aside from the protection to lake 
waters. 
He declared much of the 
Canadian opposition to the pro­ 
posed St. Lawrence waterway was 
based upon the claim that Chicago 
is taking water from 
the 
Great 
Lakes in quantities injurious to 
Canada. He believes that when the 
diversion is cut to a reasonable 
basis it will result in Canadian en­ 
thusiasm for the St. Lawrence de­ 
velopment 
Is Old Fight 


“A decree which will restore the 
lakes to their normal levels, that 
is, which will not decrease the level 
below its normal fluctuations, will 
be an immense victory for Michi­ 
gan," Justice Potter averred. 
"A 
difference of one inch at the Soo 
locks might constitute an enormous 
blight upon navigation." 
Justice Potter carried the case 
to the federal courts and argued 
there for an order against the sani­ 
tary district. 
Before him the late 
Andrew B. Dougherty, as attorney 
genera), had waged the fight and 
6lnoe Potter's elevation to the su­ 
preme bench it has been carried 
on by Brucker. 
The case was viewed in aute 
circles as of the utmost import­ 
ance. 
Intertwined with the ques­ 
tion of damage to shipping were 
those of the right of lake states 
to control their watere and the 
validity of riparian rights.

HOOVER PREPARES 
TO MAKE WORD 
GOOD

Washington, Jan. 13— The ex­ 
tra session of congress 
will 
be 
called in the spring instead of the 
autumn. 
This was made known definitely 
by two developments— first, the 
news that farm leaders 
had 
al­ 
most unanimously told President­ 
elect Hoover that they would not 
welcome farm 
relief 
legislation 
under the Coolidge 
adm inistra­ 
tion; and. second, by the signifi­ 
cant remark of one 
member 
of 
congress who has been calling on 
Mr. Hoover and who pointed 
to 
the following paragraph 
in 
the 
last speech made by Hie republi 
?an nominee, namely his address 
on November 2, at St. Louis in 
which he said in part: 
"I am 
hopeful 
that 
in 
the 
December session of Congress it 
will be possible to reach that solu­ 
tion. 
However, as I have already 
stated, if this is not 
possible 
I 
would call a special session in or­ 
der that we might speedily arrive 
at a determination of the question 
before the next harvest." 
Ilefore Next Harvest. 
The words "before 
the 
next 
harvest" can of course mean only 
one thing, action in the spring of 
this year or earlier. 
The farm leaders have told Mr. 
Hoover it is impossible to reach 
an understanding at this session. 
They feel that 50 per cent of the 
problem is legislative and the otli­ 
er fifty per cent Is psychological; 
that the feeling 
engendered 
by 
the Coolidge veto of the McNary- 
Haugen bill 
is 
such 
that 
the 
farmers would simply not regard 
a Coolidge bill 
as 
sympathetic 
with 
their 
ideas. 
In 
other 
words, the farmers have so long 
been sold the 
notion 
that 
Mr. 
Coolidge Is hostile to the farmers 
that the same measure framed in 
a special session and signed by Mr. 
Hoover would have a better wel­ 
come, so to speak, from the start. 
While this is 
a situation 
over 
which Mr. Hoover had no control 
— in fact he warmly concurred in 
the veto of the McNary Haugen 
bill— nevertheless it 
is 
one 
of 
those strange turns 
of 
politics 
that the president-elect baa been 
represented as a better friend of 
farm export legislation than the 
present incumbent and 
hence 
a 
special session is sought. 
Tariff Problem Delay. 
Tile opponents of an extra ses­ 
sion in the 
spring 
are 
largely 
those who want to postpone ta r­ 
iff revision as long 
as 
possible. 
Powerful influences no doubt will 
be brought to bear to defer action 
on the tariff bill, but those same 
influences must first convince the 
farm group of the Importance of 
having a Coolidge-niade bill pass 
at this session and this, as out­ 
lined already, 
is a psychological 
problem which the 
members 
of 
congress from western states feel 
cannot be solved in any other way 
than by an extra session. 
Again the phrase, 
"before the 
next harvest," comes in and the 
farm leaders feel they cannot ap­ 
prove the suggestion of an extra 
session in September.

The whole situation is clarify­

life against a heart attack which

The marshal was resting

evening, but was in a rather ex­ 
hausted. state after the 
bitter 
struggle of the day. 
Interm it­ 
tent sinking spells, followed by 
couargeous recoveries, 
had 
six 
doctors 
worried. 
At one stage 


his two daughters were called to 
the bedside with their mother and 
many expected th at the end was 
near, but the medical 
men 
on 
leaving the house this 
evening 
said the condition of their 
pa­ 
tient was fairly satisfactorily. 
The doctors issued this 
short 
communique: 
“The marshal is suffering from 
i heart attack, necessitating com­ 
plete rest.” 
They explained however, 
that 
M. Foch was enjoying what prob­ 
ably would be only a 
temporary 
truce. 
The probability of anoth­ 
er attack was regarded with the 
gravest forebodings. 
Marshal Foch raugh a cold on 
Armistice day which settled

his bronchial tubes,

cough and affecting the heart. 


MIDDLEWEST IN 
WINTER’S GRIP 


Sub-Zero Weather and 
Snow Results in Sev­ 
eral Deaths 


Chicago, 
Jan. 
14— (ZP)— Th* 
mid-west was locked 
tonight 
In 
the icy grip of one of the most se­ 
vere cold waves and the worst 
snow storm in recent years. 
Sub-zero tem peratures that yes­ 
terday broke records of 40 years 
were followed today 
by 
a snow 
storm th a t coBtinued from dawn 
until dark and was expected to 
last until tomorrow, when weather 
almost as cold as th a t of the last 
three days was predicted. 
The storm and cold tonight had 
succeeded in accounting for the 
death of half a dozen persona and 
suffering for thousands of others, 
had blocked 
main 
highways 
in 
half a dozen states, hampered rail 
transportation and tied wire com­ 
munication facilities into a snarl 
that threatened to become worse.

The weather bureau held out 
little hope 
of 
immediate 
relief 
either from the cold or the snow. 
For the most part snow was pre­ 
dicted tonight for the entire area 
from the Mississippi to the Ohio 
river valleys with a new cold wave 
Tuesday expected to be almost as 
severe as that of yesterday, when 
the mercury ranged from zero to 
more than 20 below.

railroad engineer w-as killed by a 
snow plow at Minnesota Junction. 
VV is., and fears were expressed for 
the safety of two parties of fisher­ 
men. one of which 
drifted 
into 
Lake Superior, near Isle Royale, 
Saturday, and the other of which 
put out from Charlevoix, Michi­ 
gan. 
Searching parties are look­ 
ing for each of them.

Agree on Terms Pro­ 
posed by Negotiators

14— (ZP)— It 
ap­ 
peal’s that the vexed Roman ques­ 
tion is really about to be solved 
There is no doubt th at negotia­ 
tor*. who worked with 
f u l l 
knowledge of th e Holy See and 
tbs Italian governm ent lf without 
f ulHtau thor tty .s ^ ve reached 
an 
agreement on YerrltoWa! as well 
as financial conditions. The ques­ 
tion now is in th e 
hands of 
the 
Pope and Premier. 
The agreem ent is based on the 
cession by Italy to the Holy See 
of a small extention of territory 
lying southeast of 
the 
Vatican 
Gardens, including the 
villas of 
Bameleck and 
Doria-Pamphilli 
with extra territorial rights. 
There would also be an indem­ 
nity to the See of one billion lire, 
gold. which at the present rate 
of exchange am ounts 
to 
about 
$52,632,600. This 
would 
com­ 
pensate for church properties tak ­ 
en by the Italian government in 
1870 by annexation of the Papal 
states. 
"High Parties" Knew 
The negotiators were 
Mon­ 
signor Borgongini 
Dues. 
secre­ 
tary of extraordinary affairs at 
the Vatican, and Monsignor 
Pa- 
celli, brother of the papal nuncio 
at Berlin, on the one side 
and 
Professor Gianinni and Domenico 
Barone, on tile 
other. 
Barone 
died recently. 
In Vatican circles It was 
said 
today that these men exchanged 
their views in conversations that 
were not official aud which hud 
a "private aud personal 
charac­ 
ter." nevertheless, it 
is 
known 
that they were authorized 
to ex­ 
change views on the subject by 
two "high parties” who remained 
entirely free to accept, modify or 
reject the conclusions reached. 
The negotiations with the Kus 
cist state were started originally 
by the Jesuit Father Tacchi Ven­ 
turi and continued almost with­ 
out interruption for 
about

years. By the expressed desire of 
both Pope Pius XI and 
Premier 
Mussolini these remained as simp­ 
ly tentative efforts in 
order tc 
leave both sides completely fret 
to niako a definite decision when­ 
ever they thought advisable.

Jan. 14—(ZP)—The 
iron and steel industry, represent­ 
ing a capital investment of four 
and three-quarters billions of dol­ 
lars and employing 
more 
than 
1.500,000 men. today added its plea 
to those of smaller businesses for 
increased tariff protection. 
Appearing on behalf of 95 per 
cent of the iron and steel pro­ 
ducers, John A. Topping, vice presi­ 
dent of the American 
Iron 
and 
Steel Institute, declared before the 
house ways and means committeee, 
considering tariff revision, that the 
industry had borne an annual ad- 
dtional coat of 124.000,000 under 
the existing law and that higher 
duties were needed to maintain 
present wages and to further sta­ 
bilize the business. 
While no rates were proposed by 
the industry in 
general, 
several 
witnesses representing companies 
which are members of the Insti­ 
tute requested that duties on pig 
iron, the basic product of the in­ 
dustry, he raised from $1.121A to $3 
a ton. 
They contended 
imports 
were having a depressing effect on 
the domestic market. 
Proposes New Rate. 
Topping declared a complete new 
schedule of duttes would be filed 
later as the industry had not had 
time to determine exact duties de­ 
sired. 
The new schedules, however, he 
said, would provide for increased 
protection and would be based as 
far as practicable 
upon 
specific 
rates of duty. 
Where ad valorem 
rates were found necessary, he add­ 
ed, American wholesale prices at 
ports of entry would he proposed 
as the basis for the duties. 
For­ 
eign valuations now are used. 
Topping 
contended 
that 
high 
taxes, wages, and freight rates jus­ 
tified the proposal for higher steel 
duties and under cross examination 
declared that although only one- 
tenth of one per cent of domestic 
consumption was imported this was 
sufficient to affect the entire price 
structure of the United States. 
He placed the production of steel 
ingots last year at 50,000.000 tons, 
or 20 per cent in excess of demand, 
and listed wage rates in the trade 
at 12 per cent higher than the aver­ 
age hourly rates in all other indus­ 
tries. 
Steel bars, one of the principal 
products of the industry, Topping 
Bald. coaid be laid down at New 
York from Belgium and France at 
$1.80 a hundred pounds, compared 
with $2.24 Vt on domestic bars. 
Aa a result of Improvement in 
processes and devices, with the co­ 
operation of labqk* in speeding up 
production. Topping declared, the 
industry has returned to investors 
modest profits, but earning^ insuf­ 
ficient to prove returns sufficiently 
large to insure its future growth 
and development. 
"While further progress will be 
made from time to time in reduc­ 
ing labor costs through improve­ 
ment in practice and devices.*’ he 
added, "we cannot hope that future 
enonomies will be sufficient to pro­ 
vide reasonable profits unless we 
have reasonable protection against 
the low freight rates by water to 
our seaboard points, and the low 
wage rates of the British Isles and 
continental Europe.”

The disease commonly 
called 
shingles is known scientifically as 
herpes zoster. 
A similar variety of this disease 
is herpes simplex, also called cold 
sores. 
The type which 
occurs 
about 
the body following the root of a 
nerve is a more serious condition 
than the cold sore. In a discussion 
of this subject 
in 
Hygeli. 
Dr. 
Clark W. Finnerud quotes the old 
superstition that if shingles meet 
the patient will die, 
and 
points 
out this is probably 
a 
perfectly 
safe aphorism because the nature 
of the disease is such that shingles 
probably never has encircled the 
body in any human being. 
Shingles usually occurs follow­ 
ing some infectious disease, but in 
many instances it is impossible to 
associate the condition wdth any 
definite disorder. 
Apparently it is 
associated with the infection of 
the root of one or 
more 
nerves 
which causes an inflammation of 
the nerve, pain, and an affection 
of the skin over the nerve. 
The skin responds to 
the in­ 
fection by an eruption 
of water 
blisters an inch or so wide rest­ 
ing on a swollen skin. The physi­ 
cian diagnoses the condition be­ 
cause the blisters are limited in 
their distribution 
to the area of 
skin served by a 
single 
nerve. 
Thus it is that the disease usually 
occurs only on one side 
of 
the 
body and not on both sides. 
People with herpes 
zoster 
or 
shingles complain most 
of 
the 
burning pain in the area involved, 
and it is not infrequent for neu­ 
ralgia to be associated with the 
skin eruption. 
, 
Organism Not Found. 
There Is much evidence to indi­ 


cate relationship between this dis­ 
ease and chicken pox, but thus far 
the causative organism of neither 
disease has been discovered. 
Ap­ 
parently the responsible organism 
is so small that it can be filtered 
through the most dense of clay 
filters, for this reason being call­ 
ed a filtrable virus. 
When the 
inflammation 
sub­ 
sides, the shingles 
disappear 
so 
that the chief 
attention of 
tho 
physician in such cases 
is 
given 
to keeping the person In a state 
of good nutrition and free from 
infection.

LOGGER FREED 


Herman Holmes Found 
Not Guilty of Slash 
Act Violation 


The acquittal of Herman Holmes, 
Crystal Falls logger, charged with' 
violation of the slash act, after a 
trial in justice court in Iron Rivet 
Friday is of interest to local lum­ 
bermen. 
It was the first ease of 
its kind in the upper peninsula. 
The Jury decided there was not 
sufficient evidence to w arrant the 
conviction 
of 
Holmes 
on 
the 
charge, which was instituted by the 
conservation department. 
Holmes was charged with failing 
lo clean up slashings and debris, 
resulting from logging operations, 
within IOO feet from a public high­ 
way in Rates township, where he 
was engaged in logging during the 
1927-28 season. 
The new* slash aet 
requires that loggers rid the prem 
Ises within IOO feet of a roadway 
after logging operations. 
Holmes testified in his own be­ 
half that he instructed 
his 
em ­ 
ployes to comply with the law. and 
said that it cost him $140 to do 
that work. 
Boundry Question Up. 
William Rigstad. who served the 
w arrant on Holmen, and L. A. John­ 
son, of Iron River, connected with 
the state land department, declared 
on the stand that Holmes had vio­ 
lated the laws; that he failed to 
clean up tree tops, windfalls nnd 
debris from the roadside after he 
completed his 1927-28 operations. 
After the two state representa­ 
tives and Holmes had testified, if 
developed that there 
was 
some 
question aa to the proper boun­ 
daries of the particular ••forty" In 
which Holmes was logging. Holmes 
maintained that he complied with 
the law in the territory In which 
he logged, while Rigstad aud John­ 
son claimed that the territory ex­ 
tended to a greater length. 
The 
question of the correct section line, 
the quarter marks and th e bearing 
trees were discussed thoroughly. 
Charles H. Watson, attorney for 
Holmes, attempted to 
show 
the 
slashings and piles of debris ad­ 
joining 
the 
highway 
In 
which 
Holmes was logging was left by a 
previous logger, and that his client 
made a bona fide attem pt to com­ 
ply with the law. 
State Has Lawyer 
Leigh C. Caswell, prosecuting a t­ 
torney, handled most of the case 
for the state, although he was a s ­ 
sisted by M. M. Larmonth. of Lan­ 
sing. an assistant in the attorney 
general’s office. 
The state ennser- 
\ at ion department 
regarded 
the 
c a s e as important for Attorney Lur- 
month was requested to be present. 
Both Caswell and Larmonth. in 
their argum ents to the jury. stress 
cd at length the slash laws ae a 
preservation of beauty along tin 
h'gh ways and averting fire hazards.

U D G IN G from the number of manuscripts that reach 
that region of New York known as Tin P an Alley, there 
isn’t a man or woman from the Atlantic to the Pacific, 
from Canada to the Gulf, with a soul so dead that he 
never hath said to himself, "I guess I’ll write a song.” 
The women, however, seem to be in the minority; most of 
the names appearing on the title pages of popular songs are 
Jimmy or Sammy or Bennie or Gus. 
Only once in a great while 
will you find a Mable or a Mary, but when the name indicates 
that a woman is responsible for the lyric or the music, it is a 
pretty safe bet that the song will reach popular favor. 
The American Society of Authors and Composers boasts 
some 600 members, and only 25 are women. W hy is it that 
in this seemingly feminine profession, there are so few women 
writers 7 
Song publishers have a theory. 
They say that publishing 
music is a business demanding the same marketing and exploita­ 
tion given any mercantile commodity, and that more popular 
songs are written by men liecause the men are in a position to 
take much of the exploitation on their shoulders. They are on 
the ground and “ in the know" so to speak, and can foresee the 
demand for a certain type of popular song. 
Having written it. the next step is the exploitation, which 
requires personal work back stage with the vaudeville headliners, 
visits to night clubs and public gatherings where the song plugger 
broadcasts the latest number. 
A ll this is separate and apart from 
the regular paid advertising in periodicals. 
Not infrequently the male writers of popular songs double in 
the plug, which means they appear publicly and sing their own 
libers. 
Some publishers feel that in this method of exploita-

There is good reason to have 
respect for Mrs. Morse’s opinion. 
She is a lyric writer with so many 
song hits to her credit that she 
ranks in the American Society of 
Authors and Compose'rs with Ir­ 
ving Berlin and the late Victor 
Herbert, and is the only woman in 
the society to enjoy this distinction. 
Confining her efforts entirely to 
lyric writing, Mrs. Morse writes 
verses 
for composers, 
and 
sets 
verses to melodies already written, 
which is not an easy task. 
One of the youngest of women composers is Muriel P ol­ 
lock. 
M uriel’s first attempt at writing came at the age 
of I 7, while she was still in high school. 
She was an am­ 
bitious young person, and music was her inspiration. 
Her 
first musical vehicle was an entire show called "Porn 
Porn,” which was produced in New York. 
H er latest venture is another musical comedy score 
which has been accepted by the Shuberts, and is now in 
rehearsal. 
T he new show, whose tentative title is "W ell, 
W ell W e ill" was written for the book by Montague 
Glass, the creator of those charmingly amusing characters. 
Potash and Perlmutter. 
Still in her early twenties. Miss Pol­ 
lock bids fair to become one of the best 
writers of musical comedies. 
At pres­ 
ent, she is the only woman in the Ii rid. 
Miss 
Pollock 
insists 
that

ests if they would compose 
acceptably and at length. 
She tersely writes an entire 
score through feeling. " It’s

U B L IS H E R S gladly consider the work of the women but 
state quite frankly that the song is obliged to be superior in 
- every way to the work of the men, if it is accepted for 
publication. 
This may account for most of the songs on the market that 
have been written by women, being in the hit class. 
A man can 
write a song, but a woman must write a good song if she would 
intrigue a publisher. 
Mabel W ayne, whose "In a Little Spanish Tow n" was fol­ 
lowed by the terrific hit, "Ram ona." 
had the advantage of knowing what 
would please her audiences, as well as 
the ability to compost*. 
Miss W ayne, who was born in 
Brooklyn, N . Y .. less th an 25 years 
•go, had three years stage training. As 
a musician, she was popular in vaude­ 
ville. and she continually created new 
numbers to use on her programs. 
She frankly admits that "In a Little 
Spanish Tow n" w'as an accident. She 
could see that fox trot music was losing 
ground, and the cycle was turning to­ 
ward the waltz. 
It was her ambition lo write a mel­ 
ody that would keep the waltz tempo, 
and have a syncopated rhythm. 
In 
other words, a jazz waltz. 
W hile working at the piano, she hit 
upon a theme that to her sounded typi­ 
cally Spanish—a tango motive, with » 
waltz tempo. 
She took the finished 
idea to her publisher, who saw the 
song’s possibilities. 
And keeping the 
lyric in line with the music resulted in 
the popular song hit "In a Little Span­ 
ish Tow n." 
Having written one successful Span­ 
ish number, the publisher thought her 
the logical composer for the theme 
number to be used in the motion pic­ 
ture 
"R am ona," 
whose 
popularity 
needs no comment. 
It has exceeded 
the expectations of the publisher, made 
the young lady financially independent, and established her as 
a recognized composer.

W hen Marian Gillespie wrote the lyric 
for "W hen You Look in the H eart of 
Rose," referred to always as "H eart of a 
Rose," she was approached by male com­ 
posers asking for similar lyrics.

Tiring of rose writing, she took gardens as a theme, and her 
latest contribution to the popular song 
bouquet is "In a Japanese G arden." 
Miss Gillespie has no set ideas about 
writing. 
She says you write or you 
tlon’t. 
lf you have it in you to write 
tongs, you'll write them in spite of 
yourself. 
Encouragement 
or 
dis­ 
couragement mean nothing. 
Charles IC. Harris told her years 
ago. when she inflicted some of her first 
song lyrics on him. " A woman can’t 
write a popular song. 
She may be 
able to write poetry, or even pretty 
verse— but there is a knack in song 
writing that a writer has, or has not, 
as the case may be.

The writer of "H eart of a Rose" has proven 
her thoroughness. 
"Japanese Garden" was writ­ 
ten four years ago. 
She had 
faith in her lyric, 
and in W ilbur Chenoweth’* music, and refused 
to see the number sink into innocuous desuetude. 
Four years is a long time to wait for a song's 
fulfillment, but the end justified the patience. 
Not so long ago the successful writers of popu­ 
lar songs met 
to discuss the advisability of 
calling Tin Pan 
Alley by a name more dignified. 
Several suggestions were considered, and Amy Ashmore 
Clark offered "H eart-B reak Hollow !" 
The idea was met with laughter and applause, and though 
it was 
not adopted, every writer present appreciated the sig 


nificance of the name. 
Amy speaks from experience, 
for she is a real Tin Pan Alley 
(or Heart-Break Hollow) girl, 
having been the general man­ 
ager of a music publishing house 
in M anhattan's famous melody 
lane. 
Her work as an author and 
composer first took her to this 
firm. 
They 
recognized 
her 
ability as a business woman as 
well as an artist— a rare com­ 
bination— and offered 
her 
a 
real job with a salary attached, instead of a contract with elusive 
royalties. 
Mrs. Clark thought she saw an opportunity to get her songs 
over, and she accepted the offer. 
The connection gave her an insight into more than appeared 
on the surface. 
D ay after day she was obliged to listen to 
impossible song compositions of embryo song writers who entered 
her office with high hopes which were usually dashed to earth in 
a single sentence, 
It was a difficult job, but it gave her an education. 
The 
creator of a song gives only the song. 
But if that song doesn’t 
click with all of the effort put behind it, the publisher is out his 
time and money. 
It behooves publishers to select son3 material 
with great care. 
Getting into tile business end of the game gave Mrs. Clark 
an insight to the publisher’s problem, but it also defeated her 
purpose. 
There were so many scripts and lyrics to be read 
that she was obliged to forget her own interests. 
ll was not until she left the publishing end of the business 
that she began writing again, and then only for the concert 
market. 
Amy Ashmore Clark has that musical instinct that is recog­ 
nized in genius. 
She has little or no musical education, im­ 
provises her melodies at the piano, and being unable to write 
manuscript, she has to employ a professional musician to trans­ 
fer those melodies to paper. 
Recently a cycle of Japanese 
songs of her composition were translated into three languages, 
so that foreign artists could use them on their recital programs. 
Mrs. Clark is a member of the Musicians Club, which 
stamps her as a writer of the first rank. 
J 
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E S S IE D E P P E N , on the other hand, made her entrance 
to song writing through her association with a music house. 
H er work had nothing to do with publishing, however, She 
promoted the sale of music over the counter. 
So her business 
association in no way cramped her style. 
Having been sufficiently grounded in music to permit her 
to teach, Miss Deppen, through her teaching, made one inter­ 
esting observation. 
Every little girl studying music, has a de­ 
sire, fostered by her parents, to 
show off. 
A fter three or four lessons, the child will invariably approach

O date, there is no team of women writers turning out 
popular songs, because women have a musical sense, while 
men have a business sense. 
Women are not as funda­ 
mentally aggressive as men, and are too sensitise to rebuffs lo 
make a successful business of song writing. 
A t least that is the opinion of Vaughn de Leath, who started 
her song writing career at the age of 13, in San Francisco. 
W ith Miss de Leath, it was a case of blissful ignorance of 
the ethics of the game, and she made a wholesale business of 
the publisher. 
I here were then 13 recognized music publishing houses in 
the United States, and Vaughn made I 3 copies of her song, 
"D on’t You C are." 
W ith each manuscript she sent a letter 
stating. "This song has been sent to I 3 music publishers, and 
the best offer wins." 
Sometimes the tremendous audacity of ignorance wins; hut 
not always. 
It did in Miss de Leath’s case, however, for a 
Boston publisher took the song, which was the impetus that 
eventually landed the writer in New York. 
New York was a difficult oyster for her to open. 
The pub­ 
lishers were unsympathetic, her funds were getting low, and she 
was a long way from home. 
About the time of her arrival in New York, radio was com­ 
manding attention. 
It had been sufficiently perfected to war­ 
rant experimental stations, and these were communicating with 
bhips at sea. 
Miss de Leath, in addition to her ability to write a creditable 
lyric and good music, possessed a sweet voice, and was for­ 
tunate in meeting the operator of an experimental station, and 
securing an opportunity to broadcast her songs to maritime 
audiences. 
She made a place for herself with radio development, 
and the past eight years Vaughn de Leath has been a feature 
on radio programs, and has a wide acquaintance in the homes of 
radio fans. 
Publishers are willing to listen to her numbers 
now, and to give her every encouragement. 
One of Vaughn de Leath’s best known concert numbers is 
"W ild Geese," with a lyric from the pen of the late poet, 
Gordon Johnstone. 
Tw o songs that have found favor with 
radio audiences, have de Leath lyrics— "M y Lover Came 
Riding." and "G od Bless Thee, Love." 
The business of plugging song hits that set the nation to 
singing and its jazz orchestras a-jingle with a new tune is, at 
the moment, pretty much a man’s game, but the world would 
have lost many a great popular melody except for these gifted 
girls who write songs.

“ Equalization of 
the 
School 
Tax Burden in t h e 
State 
of 
Michigan’’ was t h e topic 
of 
an 
intensely in teresting talk 
given 
Monday noon at the 
Gladstone 
Rotary club luncheon 
by 
Supt. 
Ray E. Cheney of the 
Escanaba 
public school. 
The subject was well developed 
and well presented, one of 
the 
finest heard here on a subject in 
which Gladstone is vitally in te r­ 
ested. 
Supt. Cheney in his introduc­ 
tion traced the development of 
public school education iu 
this 
country and compared 
it 
with 
th a t of England aud other E u r o ­ 
pean countries, emphasizing the 
fact (hat 
American 
builds 
its 
system around th e child while the 
European countries fit th e child 
to the system. 
He told of the devolpment of 
school finances in this 
country. 
to a system by which 
they 
are 
supported by taxation which 
all 
people pay regardless of whether 
or not they 
have 
children 
in 
school. 
T he system, 
he pointed 
out, started with the elementary 
and spread to the high 
schools, 
kindergartens, special subjects in 
the currieulm. supervision, co m ­ 
pulsory education and now 
city 
colleges in the larger centers. 
Only Half Way 
“ Public 
taxation 
goes 
only 
half way when it r eq u ire s 
each 
community to support 
its 
own 
schools.” Supt 
Cheney 
stated, 
“ because w here th e property val­ 
uation is low. the tax is 
higher 
for the s a m e education.” 
Illustrating this, the 
speaker 
cited G ladsto ne’s school 
tax 
of 
$34 per $1,000, Escanaba'*
